MELLOiilNE  AND  , OTHER  FROZEN  DESSERTS 
MADE  WITH  FATS  AND  OILS* OTHER  THAN  MILK-FAT

" October  production  of  Mellorine  arid  other  frozen  desserts  made  with  fats  and 
oils  other  than  milk-fat  was  estimated  by  the  Agricultural  Marketing  Service  at 
2,660,000  gallons  - 10  percent  more  than  the  October  output  last  year*  Increases 
from  a year  ago  occurred  in  all  Me llorine -producing  states,  except  Oregon  and  Cali- 
fornia, which  reported  sharp  decreases.  The  increases  were  moderate, in  Illinois  and 
sharp  in  Alabama  and  Texas,  but  were  extremely  sharp  in  Missouri,  Arkansas  and  Okla- 
homa, , , ■ : 

From  September  to  October,  Mellorine  production  declined  7 percent  this  year, 
compared  with  a drop  of  24  percent  at  this  season  last  y.ear.  Advances  were  indica- 
ted only  for  Illinois  and  Missouri,  Sharp  declines  were,  reported  for  Alabama, 
Arkansas,  Oklahoma,  Texas,  Oregon  and  California, 

In  the  first  10  months  of  1956,  the  production  of  Mellorine  totaled  29,830,000 
gallons  - only  1 percent  larger  than  the  output  of  that  period  during  1955,  but  7 
percent  more  than  the  total  produced  in  the  first  10  months  of  1954. 

Production  of  Mellorine  in  October  1955,  according  to  the  complete  annual  sur- 
vey of  al.y pYo&ucts,  totaled  2,409,000  gallons,  or  1 percent  smaller  than  the  Octo- 
ber 195U  output.  Losses  in  California,  Oklahoma  and  Missouri  more  than  offset  gains 
in  Illinois,  Alabama,  Arkansas,  Texas,  Montana  and  Oregon, 

Ice  cream  production  in  October  was  estimated  at  51,885,000  gallons,  or  15  per- 
cent more  than  a year  earlier.  In  the  first  10  months  of  1956,  output  was  up  3 per- 
cent from  the  same  period  of  1955*
